Rules  Governing  Candidates  and  Examiners. 

1.  The  examining-  committee  shall  meet  with  the  classes  at  9  a.  m. 
on  the  day  before  the  opening-  of  the  Conference  session. 

2.  So  far  as  practicable,  the  examintaion  shall  be  written. 

3.  The  work  of  the  year  shall  be  divided  as  according  to  the 
schedule  herewith  given. 

4.  At  the  close  of  each  period  designated  in  the  schedule,  the 
examiners  shall  prepare  their  lists  of  questions  "when  there  are  any 
candidates"  and  send  them  to  the  chairman;  the  chairman  will  for- 
ward the  questions  to  the  candidate  who  will  send  the  answers  to  the 
one  who  prepared  the  questions.  The  examiner  shall  send  the  grades 
to  the  registrar. 

7).  A  grade  of  less  than  seventy  in  the  scale  of  one  hundred  shall 
subject  the  candidate  to  re-examination  on  that  particular  branch. 

fi.  All  candidates  for  admission  on  trial  shall  pass  written  ex- 
aminations on  the  English  branches  or  present  certificates  of  grades 
subject  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

7.  Each  candidate  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  his  examiner  every 
essay,  sermon  or  syllabus  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  th^  opening  of  the 
conference  session. 

8.  All  examinations  shall  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  a  member 
of  the  conference  who  shall  certfy  to  the  fact. 

9.  A  fee  of  50  cents  each  siiall  be  deposited  with  the  Chairman  by 
each  undergraduate  to  defray  the  exi)ense  of  correspondence;  to  be 
sent  with  first  re(iuest  for  questions. 
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Rules  of  Order. 

I.  The  conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  adjourn 
at  11:45  a.  m.  The  first  thirty  minutes  shall  be  devoted  to  religious 
services. 

II.  After  the  usual  opening  religious  services  the  secretary  shall 
read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day  which  shall  then  be  corrected  or 
approved. 

III.  The  president  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to 
an  appeal  by  the  conference;  but,  in  case  of  such  an  appeal  the  question 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

IV.  Ses.  1.  All  the  standing  committees  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  presiding  Elder  or  Elders  and  confirmed  by  the  conference.  The 
President  shall  appoint  all  other  committees,  unless  the  names  are 
contained  in  the  motion,  or  the  conference  orders  otherwise.  Each 
committee  shall  choose  its  own  chairman;  but  the  first  named  shall 
call  the  first  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons; 
one  of  these  members  shall  be  the  assistant  treasurer;  another  shall 
be  the  assistant  statistical  secretary. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit  the  reports 
of  the  statistical  secretary,  the  treasurer,  and  of  the  presiding  Elder. 

V.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  de- 
sired by  Secretary  or  President. 

VI.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  made  and  seconded,  or  re- 
port presented  and  read  by  the  secretary,  or  stated  by  the  President, 
it  shall  be  deemed  in  possession  of  the  conference;  but  any  motion  or 
resolution  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover,  with  the  consent  of  the 
second,  any  time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

VII.  The  following  .motions  may  be  presented  when  a  motion  is 
before  the  house  and  they  have  precedence  in  the  order  named:  to 
adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to 
a  given  time,  to  refer  or  re-commit,  substitute,  amend  or  to  postpone 
indefinitely. 

VIII.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, and  no  more  than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of 
the  conference;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  until  ev- 
ery one  desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

IX.  When  any  motion  has  been  adopted,  or  rejected,  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  a  recon- 
sideration. 

X.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the  con- 
ference without  leave,  unless  sickness  or  some  other  lawful  reason 
compels  it. 

XI.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  a  question,  unless 
he  be  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  the  question  is  put,  unless  he  has 
been  granted  leave  of  absence  by  the  conference. 

XII.  Every  member  within  the.  bar,  at  the  time  of  the  putting  of 
a  question,  shall  vote  unless  excused  by  the, conference. 
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XIII.  No  motion  sliall  be  considered  unless  S(>fonded. 

XIV.  The  secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  the 
conference,  and  shall  not  permit  anyone  to  have  any  of  these  papers, 
during-  the  interval  of  the  conference,  except  by  the  permission  of  the 
conference. 

XV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  th(\se  i  iilos 
are  observed;  b\it  it  may  be  the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the  con- 
ference to  call  his  attention  to  the  violation  of  these  rules. 

XVI.  The  rules  of  order  adopted  by  the  last  General  Conference 
sliall  be  authority  on  all  questions  not  referred  to  or  fully  treated  In 
the  above.

Presiding  Elder. 

Dear  Hislio])  and  Brethren :  — At  the  close  of  a  year  lof  labor,

^^^PPP^^^H  tliirty-three  charges  and  thirty  pastors.  Two 
^^^^^^^^H  men,  one  assigned  to  Haines,  and  one  to 
^^H^^^^^H  Idaho  City,  failed  to  take  their  places.  One 
^^^^^^^^^1      other  place,  Dubois,  was  left  to  be  supplied, 

^^^^^^^^^^  thus  making  in  all  three  vacant  places.  As 
soon  as  possible  these  vacancies  were  tilled.  A  few  changes  have 
of  necessity  taken  place  during  the  year.  The  man  obtained  for 
Dubois  af  ter  about  four  months  returned  to  the  East.  Two  months 
later,  E.  J.  Huston,  pastor  at  Albion,  was  placed  in  charge,  thus 
leaving  Albion  unsupplied  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  with  the 
hope  tiiat  the  charge  thus  vacated  would  awaken  to  a  better  ap- 
preciation of  what  the  church  has  for  j'ears  been  trying  to  do  for 
that  important  place;  for  one  of  the  two  normal  schools  of  the 
state  is  Located  there  and  ours  is  the  only  church.  About  January 
1st,  Idaho  City  was  supplied  by  the  transfer  of  D.  S.  Smith  from 
the  Missouri  Conference  and  he  has  proven  himself  a  man  worth 
waiting  for.  Haines,  the  other  vacancy,  received  as  its  pastor  H. 
H.  Newman,  who  went  from  us  last  August  by  transfer  to  the 
Puget  Sound  Conference,  but  repented  ere  it  was  too  late  to  return, 
his  petition  to  this  effect  being  granted  by  Bishop  Harailtion. 

In  January,  Sumpter  became  vacant  by  the  transfer  of  its 
pastor,  N.  M.  Temple,  to  the  Puget  Sound  Conference.  Brother 
Temple  had  broken  down  in  health  and  felt  the  need  of  a  different^ 
climate.  After  waiting  a  long  time,  this  important  place  was 
filled  by  the  ai)pointment  of  D.  C.  McColm  of  the  Minnesota  Con- 
ference, of  whom  I  might  say  many  good  things,  and  thus  voice 
the  sentiment  of  all  who  know  him. 

Another  change,  due  to  a  more  serious  catise,  took  place  on  the 
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Middleton  Circuit  early  in  the  year.  The  pastor,  J.  L.  Spring-er, 
on  Sunday  morning,  October  11th,  was  taken  from  labor  to  re.st 
after  an  acute  illness  of  only  four  hours.  Standing-  in  the  shadow 
of  the  messenger  from  the  Eternal,  all  who  know  our  brother 
Isowed  their  heads  under  a  sense,  of  gi^eat  loss  and  said:  '^A  good 
man  has  gone."  A.  W.  Hartshorn  was  soon  appointed  to  this  sad- 
dened and  bereaved  charge.  Brother  Hartshorn  is  a  member  of 
this  Conference  who  was  granted  a  supernumerary  relation  a  year 
ago  in  order  to  care  for  his  invalid  wife,  and  a  few  months  after 
Conference,  she  was  called  to  join  that  greater  company  in  the 
land  whose  inhabitants  never  say,  '^I  am  sick."  After  months 
of  tender  watchfulness  and  care  her  devoted  and  bereft  husband 
took  ttp  the  work  at  Middleton  with  characteristic  zeal,  devotion 
and  success. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  more  than  ordinary  illness  in  the  homes 
of  our  pastors.  At  De  Lamar,  Emmett,  Meridian  and  St.  Anthony, 
respectively,  the  pastor's  wife  has  been  serioitsly  ill,  while  Brothers 
Kendall  and  Hartshorn  have  each  passed  through  typlioid  fever, 
and  Brother  Adams  has  had  })nettjnonia,  and  G.  G.  Haley  has  twice 
been  in  the  hospital  for  serious  operations.  I  must  not  fail  to 
mention  the  fact  so  well  known  to  us  all  that  for  a  year  and  a  half 
the  wife  of  the  Presiding  Elder  has  been  a  great,  a  patient,  and 
even  cheerful  sufferer.  How  very  dark  life  would  be  if  we  were 
left  with  no  assuramce  of  our  Father's  wisdom  and  care,  and  if 
there  were  no  foregleam  from  the  land  where  there  shall  be  no 
more  pain,  and  where  God  shall  wipe  all  tears  from  our  eyes! 

The  great  obstacles  which  have  lain  across  our  path  of  progress 
are:  First,  our  gi^eat  distance  from  each  other;  second,,  the  diffi- 
ctilty  in  adjusting  pastors  and  their  families  to  otir  high  altitude; 
third,  inditference  on  the  part  of  the  people  toward  God,  his  word, 
and  his  institutions;  fourth,  an  intense  spirit  of  commercialism  be- 
fore which  all  else  in  many  instances  gives  way;  fifth,  a  lack  of  loy- 
alty on  the  part  of  many  of  our  people;  sixth,  the  licensed  saloon 
and  allied  evils;  seventh,  the  deadening  curse  of  Mormonism; 
■eighth,  instability  of  population,  or  the  dispositioin  to  change  resi- 
dence. In  spite  of  all  these  and  other  obstacles,  we  have  never- 
theless made  progress,  so  that  we  are  now  more  strongly  intrenched 
in  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  pttblic  than  ever  before,  and 
we  are  recognized  by  thinking  persons  as  a  power  for  good.

Our  lii-calosl.  spii-ilual  victoi-ics  have,  been  at  Idaho  Falls,  Mid- 
dleton  and  Narnpa.  We  have  had  no  i^reat  revivals,  though  in  sev- 
eral })la('es  we  liave  liad  numerous  conversions  and  accessions  to 
church  menibei-shii).  The  pastors  have  been  very  helpfi'il  to  each 
other  in  regular  and  special  services,  and  have  not  relied  on  othei* 
evainfg'elisis.  The  work  done  has  been  of  a  high  grade  with  no  un- 
pleasantness following.  Harmony  and  good  feeling,  with  broihei'iy 
kindness,  have  character-ized  all  our  work. 

In  general  and  material  progress  I  mention  the  following  par- 
ticulars : 

Baker  City  has  repaired,  and  made  of  use,  the  old  Wilbur 
Chapel,  about  four  miles  from  town.  This  cost  over  $200  and  has 
beeni  entirely  paid.  The  charge  has  also  paid  more  than  $400  of 
old  debt,  and  so  far  as  is  known  there  is  only  $200  debt  left  of 
the  numerous  and  troublesome  obligations  of  a  few  years  ago. 
Brother  F.  A.  Lawson,  the  pastor,  has  done  a  most  excellent  work 
at  this  place,  althoitgli  greatly  hampered  in  his  pulpit  efforts  by 
a  serious  throat  trouble. 

Boise  has  steadily  grown  in  membership,  has  materially  re- 
duced its  parsonage  debt,  and  has  built  and  furnished  a  inew  chtircli 
at  a  cost  of  about  $50,000.  This  splendid  brick  iand  stone  strticture 
is  an  object  of  pride  in  the  capitoj  city,  is  a  gi-eat  credit  to  the 
church,  and  should  be  regarded  with  interest  and  satisfaction  by 
every  Methodist  in  the  Conference.  This  house  w^as  dedicated  by 
Bishop  Spellmeyer  last  Sunday.  May  it  cointtinue  to  be  in  tho 
years  to  come,  a  center  of  good  for  the  commonwealth  and  the 
Kingdom,  and  a  beacon  light  for  many  a  struggling  soul. 

At  Cambridge,  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Pastor  J.  L. 
Baker,  who  has  just  closed  his  first  year  of  labor  among  tts,  our 
work  has  made  some  progress.  A  one  room  parsonage  has  become 
a  five  room  house.  Liunber  is  now  being  gotten  out  for  a  new 
churchy  which  when  completed  will  give  our  struggling  people  a 
chance  to  succeed.  An  increase  of  interest  is  evident  in  all  parts 
of  thcv  extensive  field,  and  even  in  partly  deserted  Salubria,  which 
was  left  to  one  side  by  the  railroad  a  few  years  ago,  the  old  and 
n'ever  completed  church  building  is  again  of  some  use.  Brother 
Baker  trav(!ls  a  field  sixty  miles  long,  and  broad  enough  to  keep 
him  busy. 
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Hailey  has  expended  $150  in  improvements  on  church  and  par- 
so'niaf?:e  property.    -Tnst  imv  slie  can  speak  for  herself. 

Huntino'ton  has  procured  a  desirable  lot  for  a  new  church  at  a 
cost  of  $125,  and  has  put  in  a  good  rock  foundation  at  an  outlay 
of  $200,  and  both  are  fully  j^aid  for.  Some  day,  may  ir  be  in  the 
near  futui-e,  a  neat  aind  much  needed  place  of  worship  will  grace 
this  hillside.  The  pastor  of  Huntington  and  Durkee,  C.  L.  Bent, 
broke  down  in  health  a  few  months  ago,  his  weakness  being  in  his 
vocal  organs,  and  for  a  time  he  thought  he  must  give  up  the  min- 
istry, but  indicatioins  now  point  to  a  recovery  and  the  possibility 
of  his  remaining  w^ith  ixs. 

Idaho  Falls  has  improved  her  parsonage  and  other  property  at 
an  expenditure  of  about  $700,  thus  making  a  much  more  suitable 
home  for  the  pastor  and  family.  This  progressive  and  aspiring- 
charge,  in  one  of  the  hustling  towns  of  Idaho  is  more  than  main- 
taining its  record  for  doing  things,  and  the  people  justly  say  the 
pastor  is  a  competent  leader.  The  Mormon  problem  is  strong 
here. 

Long  Valley  has  had  a  hard  and  successful  year.  Long  Valley 
is  a  virgin  tield  of  six  or  more  preaching  places^  anid  possibilities 
involving^even  greater  numbers.  A  new  four  room  parsonage  has  been 
built,  and  a  start  has  been  made  for  two  small  churches.  Four  clas- 
ses amd  numerous  Sunday  Schools  have  been  organized,  and  the 
work  is  large  in  both  territory  and  promise,.  The  pastor  is  en- 
titled to  great  praise  for  energy  and  staying  qualities,  and  it  is 
my  opinion  that  no  man  since  the  days  of  Asbury  has  performed 
a  more  heroic  work  than  has  F.  J.  Long. 

Mackay  has  improved  its  property  and  placed  new  pews  in  the 
chua'ch,  the  whole  costing  $200.  The  charge  has  improved  in  ev- 
ery way  thotigli  seriously  missirXg  the  pastor  for  a  part  of  the 
time  owing  to  his  work  as  secretary  of  the  State,  Sunday  School 
Association,  and  more  recently  due  to  his  enforced  absence  through 
illness. 

Nampa  has  paid  something  on  its  church  debt  and  is  now  pre- 
paring to  build  a  creditable  new  parsonage  which  shall  be  in  keep- 
ing with  the  constant  growth  lof  this  progressive  people. 

Payette  has  aroused  herself;  is  alive  and  aw^ake.  Soon  after 
Conference  last  year  the  old  chui"ch  was  sold  and  the  parsonage 
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was  removed  to  tlie  new  lots  whidi  had  been  purchased  near  the 
center  of  town,  and  it  was  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $400.  Then  began 
the  attempt  to  build  a  new  and  much  needed  church.  Encourage- 
ment to  build  a  brick  structure  to  cost  at  least  $4,000  was  given  by 
one  of  the  trustees  who  subscribed  $1,000  for  that  purpose.  The 
church  building  is  going  up,  and  will  in  a  month  or  so,  be  ready 
for  use  even  though  the  completion  be  delayed  until  the  overdue 
■subscription  shall  be  collected.  The  work  at  Payette  has  not  in  re- 
cent years,  been  so  prosperous  or  promising  as  at  present.  The 
pastor  is  Brother  Herbert  Jones,  a  new  man  among  us,  having  come 
from  Minnesota  Conference  a  year  ago. 

At  American  Falls  on  the  Pocatello'  work^  a  new  church  has 
been  built  at  a  cost  of  $1,450.  This  is  a;  decided  credit  to  this 
new  and  thrifty  organizatioiy,  and  Pastor  Gillilan  is  entitled  to 
much  praise  for  his  interest  and  faithfulness  in  this  place.  It  now 
looks  as  if  the  time  had  come  when  the  church  at  American  Falls 
should  separate  from  the  parent  vine  at  Pocatello,  and  associating 
itself  with  Rockland,  a  new  point  down  the  Snake  river,  should 
become  a  distinct  cirucit  with  a  inistor  living  a't  the  former  place. 

St.  Anthony  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  progress  and  has  expended 
$100  in  improvements.  This  place  is  situated  in  the  midst  of  a 
splendid  farming  section  which  should  receive  more  attention  and 
service  tlian  the  pastor  has  been  able  tO'  give  it  on  account  of 
illness. 

Shoshone  has  built  a  wing  to  the  parsonage,  and  now  there  is  a 
movement  looking  toward  a  mew  church.  Twin  Falls  is  a  part  of 
this  charge,  and  it  has  been  looked  after  during  the  year  by  Pastor 
H.  W.  Parker,  but  the  settlement  is  yet  s\o  new  and  crude  that  but 
little  has  been  done  for  it  yet  except  to  watch  it,  and  to  obtain  the 
promise  of  a  certain  lot  upon  wliich  to  build  a  new  church.  The 
field  is  one  of  importance  because  of  its  pros[)ects  rather  than  for 
what  it  is  as  yet,  and  it  is  a  good  field  to  watch.  The  work  in 
Brother  Parker's  pastorate  is  much  stronger  than  it  was  a  year 
ago. 

Soldier  is  a  peculiar  and  difficult  circuit.  In  the  latter  partic- 
ular being  like  every  other  field  of  the  Conference,  and  here  we  are 
thankful  to  be  able  to  report  even  a  little  progress.  An  excellent 
organ  for  the  church  has  receintly  been  purchased. 
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Weiser  is  now  nearly  ready  for  the  dedication  of  her  new  and 
beautiful  brick  and  stone  church  which  has  cost  about  $3,500. 
This  society  has  not  seen  a  month  since  we  began  work  in  1901 
in  which  it  was  not  stronger  thain'  in  any  preceding  month,  and  at 
present  the  outlook  is  full  of  ho])e  and  encouragement. 

I  will  mot  take  the  time  to  mention  every"  pastoral  charge  by 
name.  The  work  has  gone  foi-ward  quietly  without  and  apparent 
improvement  worthy  of  note  at  this  time.  The  outlay  in  money 
as  reported  in  the  foregoing,  in  some  instances  is  small,  but  in  the 
sight  of  GrO'd  it  may  be  larger  than  that  made  by  other  people  even 
in  the  building  of  a  great  cathedral. 

In  one  charge  the  work  has  almost  ceased  on  account  of  our 
people  having  moved  away.  This  is  De  Lamar  and  Silver  City. 
This  is  yet  another  instance  where  the  lesson  to  be  learned  is  that 
the  agricultural  sections  are  to  be  relied  on  for  permanent  growth 
rather  than  mining  camps.  Another  marked  instance  of  this  kind 
is  that  of  Sumpter,  though  the  case  is  not  so  hopeless,  but  it  has 
affected  our  work  there  this  year,  as  fully  one  half  our  members 
have  gone  to  other  parts. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday  School  all  over  the  Conference  shows 
a  larger  attendance  than  ever  before  and  a  genei-al  quickening  of 
interest.  Nearly  all  use  our  own  jniblications,  and  probably  iJne- 
tenths  are  organized  into  missionary  societies. 

The  Epworth  League  movement  is  a  help  to  the  church  as  a 
whole,  and  is  doing  more  ]u-actical  wwk  than  at  any  previous 
period  in  its  history.  Two  League  conventions,  one  on  either  side 
of  the  Conference,  were  held  in  June,  Our  distances  are  so  great, 
it  being  more  than  six  hundred  miles  from  Sumpter  tO'  Salmon, 
that  it  is  very  difficult  to  utiify  our  interests  or  to  do  profitable 
convention  work. 

The  benevolent  causes  of  the  church  have  been  well  looked 
after  by  nearly  all  the  pastors,  and  no  doubt  but  the  returns  will 
show  an  increase  over  the  offerings  of  any  previous  yea-. 

It  is  with  sorrow  and  shame  for  the  intelligence  and  loyalty 
of  many  of  our  people  that  we  confess  the  small  circulation  of 
the  Pacific  Christian  Advocate  and  other  church  papers,  and  yet 
there  are  some  indications  of  progress  even  in  this  matter,  and  if 
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(he  pasiors  will  devote  ilicmeslves  willi  heai'ty  interest  to  the 
ijreat  work  of  obtaining  snl)'scrib(u-s  the;  time  is  nearly  at  hand 
when  (he  subscriptions  will  double. 

Our  you.iig  people  either  attend  (he  schools  of  other  chuiT'hes, 
or,  for  the  j^reater  pan  are  dependent  on  the  slate  institutions,  qv 
they  do  not  seek  or  obtain  an  education  hij^her  than  that  offered 
by  the  country  or  town  school.  Our  need  of  a  school  of  secondary 
j^'rade,  and  unjder  our  control  and  fu'stering  care,  is  increasing 
every  year. 

Summing  up  the  work  of  the  year^  confession  must  be  made 
that  it  has  'not  been  fully  satisfactory  to  the  presiding  elder  per- 
sonally, on  account  of  his  inability  to  respond  in  person  and  with 
promptness  to  all  the  calls  and  opportunities  which  have  come  to 
liim.  He  has  not  been  able  to  spend  as  much  time  in  the  outlying 
districts  as  he  or  others  desired,  or  as  would  have  been  good  for  the 
wor"!?:.  At  times  he  has  hardly  kn'own  which  call  should  be  re- 
sponded to,  and  3^et  duty  calls  only  one  way  at  a  time.  The  breth- 
ren in  the  ministry  have  been  true  yokefellows,  and  have  general- 
ly and  cheerfujly  responded  to  my  calls  for  help  in  every  Avay 
possible,  and  the  work  has  not  seriously  suffered.  I  have  greater 
reason  than  ever  to  love  the  brethren',  and  I  take  this  opportunity 
to  assure  each  and  all  of  my  associates  in  Christian  toil  of  my  sin- 
cere and  hearty  affection  and  appreciation  of  their  fidelity  and 
sacrifice. 


STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  state  of  the  church  in  general  and  of  the  Idaho  Conference 
in'  particular  was  never  better  than  it  is  now^,  and  it  is  Avith  just 
pride  that  we  note  the  advancement.  We  commend  our  brethren 
for  their  loyalty  to  the  church  in  the  past  anlil  exhort  them  to  see 
that  our  rules  are  respected  and  enforced  and  that  all  our  interests 
be  sacredly  guarded  and  amply  pjovided  for. 


BIBLE  CAUSE. 

Whereas,  the  publishing  and  distributing  of  the  Word  of 
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G^od  in  the  various  languag-es  of  the  people  is  one  of  the  mightiest 
agencies  for  the  spreading  of  the  Gospel  that  we  know  and  we 
recognize  the  etTective  work  now  being  done  by  the  American  Bible 
SiQ'ciety,  especially  in  furnishing  our  missionaries  for  their  work, 
the  Bible,  free  of  cost;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  carefully  observe,  each  year,  this  cause,  in 
our  congregatio;n's,  and  take  a  collection  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  our  ministers  use  their  influence  to  have  our 
people  buy  and  use  the  self-pronouncing  edition  of  the  Bible  for 
the  benefiL  and  helpfulness  of  otir  young  people. 


AGGRESSIVE  EVANGELISM. 

The  deei3  need  for  aggressive  evangelism  is  felt  throtighout 
the  entire  church;  ''a  million  souls  a  year"  is  the  battle  cry.  We 
would  therefore  recommend  that  every  pastor  in  the  Idaho  Confer- 
ence plaai  as  early  as  possible  in  the  Conference  Year  for  special 
evangelistic  services;  we  further  recommend  that  the  Presiding 
Elders,  co-operate  in  the  distribution  of  evengelistic  and  devo*- 
tioiial  literature,  adapted  to  awaken  and  develop  the  evangelistic 
spirit  in  the  Stmday  Schools,  Epworth  Leagues,  and  Churches  of 
the  Conferenii-e.  We  alsio  recommend  that  united  prayers  be  of- 
fered to  Almighty  God,  that  His  Spirit  may  accompany  the  means 
used  in  the  salvation  of  souls. 


EPWORTH  LEAGUE. 

Believing  that  the  success  of  the  church  today,  depends  largely 
upon  the  condition  aind  efficiency  of  the  Young  People's  Society, 
we  suggest  that  the  pastors  give  careful  attention  to  this  depart- 
ment of  church  work,  giving  their  sympathy  and  hearty  co-opera- 
lion.  We  are  glad  to  i-ecommend  the  Epworth  Herald  as  the  best 
paper  of  its  kind  published,  and  believe  that  any  society 
will  greatly  increase  its  efficiency  by  reading  this  wide-awake,  up- 
to-date  publication!.  We  trust  that  during  the  coming  year  greater 
interest  than  ever  may  be  shown  by  our  pacstors  and  Young  People's 
Societies  in  conventions  and  rallies.   We  recommend  the  establish- 
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inent  of  Reading  Courses,  and  the  organization  of  a  Free  Lecture 
liureau.  The  committee  advises  liolding  an  Ej)W()ith  League  An- 
niversary, at  the  sea't  of  Conference.  We  believe  the  importance 
of  this  department  of  our  church  work  and  the  good  that  would 
result,  demand  this  action.  We  further  recommend  that  moi  j 
attention  be  devoted  to  ihe  Junior  Epworth  League  work,  as  the 
future  success  of  our  church  depends  so  much  upon  the  religious 
training  of  the  boys  amid  the  girls  in  our  homes,  Sunday  Schools 
and  congregations. 


BENEVOLENCES. 

We  look  upon  lo-ur  chuirch  benevolences  as  avenues  through 
which  the  local  church  can  best  extend  its  influence  for  righteous- 
ness beyond  its  own  borders.  Through  these  benievolences  we  can 
best  teach  our  people  how  to  work  in  their  entire  parish,  the  world. 
We  note  with  pleasure  the  increased  contributions  of  our  people 
to  all  our  benevolences  and  urge  all  our  ministers  faithfully  to 
present  all  the  benev'olences  anid  take  the  collections.  We  also 
urge  every  preacher  in  the  Conference  to  take  advantage  of  the 
offer  made  by  our  Secretaries  to  furnish  free  literature,  and  place 
the  same  in  every  home  on  our  several  charges. 


EDUCATION. 

We  again  commend  the  excellem't  work  for  higher  Christian 
Education  which  is  being  accomplished  through  the  Board  of 
Education.  We  especially  approve  of  the  emphasis  laid  upon 
educational  excellence  and  genuine  spirituality,  as  the  true  ideal 
for  our  schools.  We  noie  the  re))ort  from  time  to  time  of  special 
gifts  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  we  most  heartily  commend 
it  to  the  benevolence  of  our  peo])le,  especially  those  who  are  able 
to  make  large  gifts.

Many  of  our  young  people,  avIio  would  gladly  patronize  an 
academy  if  we  had  one,  are  in  attendance  upon  schools  of  other 
churches,  while  others  are  not.  riu  scliool  at  all,  because  we  have 
iM  place  for  them.  We  most  heartily  commend  the  ''Christian. 
Student,"  its  wide  circulation  wotild  immediately  promote  the  in- 
terests of  higher  Christian  education.  We  pledge  ourselves  to 
give  all  ])ossible  assistance  to  our  new  Secretary  of  Education, 
Rev.  Dr.  Anderson.  We  recommend  W^illamette  University  to  'bII 
our  young  people  who  con^template  taking  a  college  course.  We 
aie  glad  again  to  greet  Dr.  Coleman  and  we  extend  to  him  a  cordial 
invitation  to  visit  our  charges,  and  present  the  interests  of  his 
school,  and  pledge  him  our  hearty  support.

MEMOIRS. 

Rev.  R.  M.  Gwinn  was  born  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pa., 
Jujne  6th,  1833 ;  he  died  at  Portersville,  Cal.,  Dec.  31st,  1904. 

He  serv'ed  3  years  and  6  months  in  the  Union  Army,  32nd  Iowa;. 
From  the  time  of  his  discharge  he  was  in  the  minis ti-y  of  the 
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eliiircli  until  too  enfeebled  to  discharge  his  duties.  He  bolonj^ed 
first  to  the  Southern  Illinois  Conference  and  was  pasdor  at  St. 
Elmo.  He  was  transferred  to  Poise,  Ida.,  the  autuniT  of  1872, 
remainin<4'  tlicre  two  years  as  pastor  and  superintendent  of 
the  work  of  the  church  in  all  this  i)art  of  tlie  territoiy. 

He  was  then  transferred  to  Erie  Conference,  Pa.,  serving  llie 
churches  of  Millerstown,  Tenth  Street,  Erie,  West  Sprirr<,^field, 
Waterford.  He  was  still  determined  to  live  m  the  West,  and  was 
again  transferred  to  the  Southern  Illinois  Conference,  serving  the 
churches  of  Carlisle,  Collinsville  amd  one  other.  He  was  again 
transferred  to  the  Idaho  Conference  and  served  the  church  at 
Caldwell,  building  the  new  church  there.  He  was  transferred  to  the 
Northern  Illinois  Conference,  serving  a  charge  there  one  year, 
when  he  finally  retired  from  the  ministry.  He  built  four  churches 
and  had  the  money  collected  to  build  the  Boise  church. 

OtU'  stepmother  should  be  mentioned  in  connection'  with  my 
father's  work  in  the  ministry.  She  was  one  of  the  most  energetic, 
self-denying  Avorkers  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  church  I  have  ever 
known.  Her  whole  life  was  devoted  to  its  upbuilding  wherever 
my  father  moved. 

They  now  rest  side  by  side  in  the  cemetery  in  Caldwell,  Idaho, 
and  their  works  do  live  after  them. 

MRS.  CARRIE  S.  BLATCHLEY. 

John  Lewis  Springer. 

John  Lewis  Springer  was  born  in  Franklin,  Maine,  Sept.  30, 
1862;  he  died  at  Central  Park,  Idaho,  October 
11,  1903.  He  h-aid  just  taken  charge  of  the 
Middleton  Circuit.  He  was  brought  up  by 
Christian  parents  in  the  Baptist  church,  but 
ill  1900  he  united  with  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal church  and  began  preaching.  He  had 
charge  in  a  number  of  points  but  continued 
ill  health  i)revented  him  from  i)rosecuting 
his  work,  lie  was  ever  engaged  in  acts  of 
kindness  to  his  fellow-men  and  no  case  of 
distress  ever  came  to  his  notice  that  he  did 
not  try  to  relieve.  The  connnunities  where 
he  lived  leaned  upon  him  and  loved  him. 
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Mr.  Springer  had  studied  medicine  and  that  gave  him  oppor- 
tunities for  helpfulness  which  were  much  appreciated.  The  real 
story  of  his  life  is  crowded  with  incidents  that  distinguished  him 
as  one  of  God's  noblemen.  As  a  prudent  man  he  foresaw  the  in- 
evitable of  the  poor  man  and  provided  for  the  end  by  carrying 
a  life  insurance.  His  funeral  was  conducted  by  Rev.  C.  E.  Helman 
and  Rev.  J.  D.  Bird,  the  interment^  being  in  the  Pleasant  Ridge 
cemetery. 


Stella  HG(rbert  Hartshorn. 

Stella  Herbert  was  born  in  Illiuois;  reared  in  Iowa;  spent  two 
years  in  Nebraska,  fourteen  in  the  Utah  Mission,  one  in  the  Idaho 
Conference. 

Whenj  she  was  one  and  a  half  years  old  her  mother  died  aind 
her  father  a  year  later.  Converted  at  fourteen,  she  imm'ediately 
united  with  the  church  in  which  she  spent  her  active  life,  and 
became  a  graduate  of  the  lo^va  State  Normal  school.  In  January, 
1896,  she  broke  down  with  nervous  prostration  and  was  a  constant 
sufferer  until  the  end ;  though  during  that  period  sh&  was  privi- 
leged to  see  many  persons  happily  converted.  Her  marriage  to 
Rev.  Albert  W.  Hartshorn  took  place  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
Jiiily  11,  1894,  at  the  hands  of  T.  C.  Iliff,  D.  D.  She  died  at  Gates, 
Neb.,  Oct.  28,  1903.  The  funeral  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev. 
W.  A.  Forsythe,  who  as  a  boy  became  a  Christiami  under  her  per- 
sonal ministry  through  her  work  in  a  day  school,  in  which  all  but 
three  decided  for  Christ. 

Her  motto  living  and  dying  was,  ''He  that  believeth  on  the  Son 
hath  everlasting  life."    It  is  engraved  upon  her  montiment.
